of the authorities, she collected bit 
by bit the evidence that eventually 
resulted in the indictment of Flem- 
ing after a coroner's jury's exonera- 
tion and his release on preliminary 
examination in police court. 


George Vallier and Harry Goble, 


Tacoma youths, were removed from 
the roof, of a sleeping car of a 
pas- 


senger train that drew into Redding 
from the north on the night of Aug- 
ust 25, 1910. 
Both were so badly in-

'What is Peace Banquet For?' 


Former President Asks 


Friend in Letter 


President Taft to Be Guest of 


Honor at Police-Protected 


Affair Tonight 


KBW TORK, Dec. 3d.—Why Theo- 
dore Roosevelt will not attend the 
banquet tonight of the citizens' peace 
committee, with President 
Taft 
as 
guest .of lionoi', was made public in 
detail today in correspondence be- 
tween Roosevelt, and MUIard.J. Bloom- 
er,: executive secretary ot the com- 
mittee. There arc several letters from 
the former President in the correspon- 
dence," the'principal one of which was 
written December 5, and -is In line 
with -Roosevelt's editorial in the cur- 
•rent'-number of the Outlook. 
"1 cannot permit the use of my 
name for the citizens' peace banquet," 
the letter reads, "simply because 1 do 
not know what that banquet is 1'or. 
1C it is meant to overawe the senate 
nnd force that boiiy against its con- 
science to support 
the 
unamended 
treaties which the senate committ«e 
un foreign relations has shown by un- 
answerable arg-ument to l>e hostile ttf 
the honor and interest of the Ameri- 
can people, then I tint not in sympathy 
with 
you. 


"For 
instance, if you Intend to atn>- 
Dort these trcutles, however, with the 
amendment* introduced by Senators 
Hoot ;iml Lodge, then you sire sup 
porting what IK not a very important, 
but still sinueiv effort to make things 
a 'little better."

"Roosevelt tht-u reiterated what h« 


unfcl yest.i'i-day in hi.s editorial, thut 
"hypocri.sy never pays," and detailed 
his views why the unamended treaties 
should n?>t be supported. 
Among the suojects which Roose- 
velt said he believed should not- be 
arbitrated was the Monroe doctrine, 
state bond question, the right of Amer- 
ica to abrogate the Russian treaty oC 
1S32, and the question 61' allowing un- 
limited Asiatic immigration to the 
United States. Roosevelt's letter con- 
tinues: 
"Now. If you don't believe that the 
questions I have named- should be 
arbitrated then you . occupy an itn 
proper and, from the national stanfl- 
»i«int, a dishonorable position, If you 
Mfcs'lre to see these treaties ratified 
Wmhout amendment. 


UNPATRIOTIC POSITION'. 


"Of course if, you do believe in ar- 
bitrating all questions 
ot- national 
honor and interets, 
including 
the 
Monroe doctrine,-1 the Jewish, -pass- 
port question, 
the 
immigration of 
Asiatics and the question of tire state 
£><ands, then you are justified- in wish- 
ing to pass the unamended treaties; 
although 1 think that in such cases 
you -wilt occupy a very foolish and 
unpatriotic position. 
But if you do 
.not believe in arbitrating these and 
similar methods, then, you occupy a 
yholly indefensible position in asking 
v that wo pass in unamended form 
treaties which unquestionably pledye 
us as a nation to arbitrate them."

•'Unfortunately Jt""ls not possible 
for-me to accept an invitation.-of any 
Kind or sort; otherwise, I would sure- 
ly accept this."

Twelve hundred lovers of 
peace 
havo signified their intention to at- 
tend tho pea.ro .banquet. 
Whether 
the diners will endorse the Taft ar- 
bitration treaties was the samo un- 
answered question tnis morning that 
puzzled the peace promoters several 
days affo, when Col. Roosevelt made 
it knowA that he would decline to 
accept a formal invitation to attend 
the dinner. To prevent possible dis- 
order the police comra'issioner has 
ordered his "strong arm squad" to be 
present. 
President Taft was due to arrive 
at 6 o'clock. The list of speakers is 
as follows:

John" Temple Graves, tho toast mas- 
ter. Carnegie Indicated today that he 
might havo something to say about 
the present arbitration treaties. '" It 
is believed here that President Taft 
would take occasion to make reply 
to Colonel Roosevelt's editorial com- 
ment on the arbitration, treaties.

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Can the San Joaquin Be Made Navigable? 


The Government engineers have made a report adverse to the 


improvement of the San Joaquin river for navigation purposes. They 
say the diversion of the tributary streams for irrigation—a diversion 
that is increasing year by year, by the way—leaves too small a flow 
ia the river for it to be .successfully improved as a navigable artery. 
.They conclude that the waters of the San Joaquin watershed are 
much more valuable, for irrigation than for transportation purposes, 
and take the view that one must be sacrificed for the other; They 
also say the river can be used for navigation for so short a period 
each year that the cost of improving:it as.a waterway is not justified. 


While there is much truth in what Major Cheney says, the con- 


clusions he reaches should not be accepted as final.' Nor will they 
be accepted without fuller investigation. The Traffic Association pi 
Fresno is raising a fund of $25,0t)0 to defray the cost of an 
ihide- 


pendent survey of the river by engineering experts!. Such a survey, 
if made by competent engineers, will be of great value in de- 
termining feasibility of the navigation project provided the findings, 
of the report shall be full and fair. It is essential that all the facts 
regarding present and future conditions shall be stated fully and 
without equivocation. 


. Despite Major Cheney's adverse report, we are of the opinion 


that the San Joaquin river can^be utilized for navigation purposes. 
This is the opinion of a layman, however, and is based only on a 
superficial knowledge of conditions. It may be that the'cost of "im- 
proving the river will be too great to warrant the undertaking, 
nevertheless we believe the project is feasible and can be. made with- 
out, interfering with the diversion of the', waters for irrigation. tyfany 
.dams and: locks may be required to provide <:an ,'a'dequate depth of. 
water, but they are merely items of expense and present no engi- 
neering difficulties. 


Of course irrigation is the life blood of the San Joaquin Valley. 


It has made that region one of the most fruitful and prosperous on 
earth. Manifestly it would be folly to turn the fructifying 
agent 


from its present use to another which is merely subsidiary and not 
absolutely essential. Unless the valley continues to be irrigated 
there is no need to utilize the river as an agent of transport. 
The 


navigation use of the river must be secondary to the use of. the 
affluant waters for irrigation. 
And every affluant of the 
San 


Joaquin, including the parent stream, is being diverted to irrigate 
the land. Kern river, Kings river, the 
Kaweah, the Merced, 


Tuolumne and the Stanislaus are already .diverted-to, large./extent 
for irrigation, and the diversion is increasing/each'^yearj.as'mbreiarid 
lands-are reclaimed and brought under, cultivation. .':',': . ' - . ; ' . : . . . 


But the main channel of the San. Joaquin receives all the drain- 


age. The diversion affects the stream flow at present more per- 
ceptible than it will hereafter because of the absorption of water by 
a thirsty soil and the underlying gravel strata. When the soil and 
gravel strata are once thoroughly saturated, a much larger propor- 
tion of the diverted waters will ultimately reach the San Joaquin. 
The flow in the irrigating canals is a permanent diversion, how- 
ever, and irrigation enormously increases evaporation. 
Still we 


think it possible by the construction of dams and locks to utilize 
the San Joaquin for slack water navigation, at least for,a consider- 
able portion of the year. 


••- The reformers in the Legislature .greatly reprobate' the'steam- 


roiler in other hands, but they used the steam-roller themselves with 
remorseless skill. Its operations were directed by a boss and those 
who operated it were drilled in a caucus. Yet every man concerned 
in the business professes to be utterly opposed to the steam' roller, 
machine politics and bossism.

But justice, truth and .honor sur- 
vive'nevertheless, and will sometime ber"recogriized; as 'the'';funda- 
mental principles of government and governmental action. 


Sfay on fhe Bench, Judge. 


Hon. Peter J. Shields, Superior Judge of Sacramento county, 


will make a mistake if he allows himself to be seduced into run- 
ning for Congress. He occupies an honorable position on the bench, 
at present, a position he can hold as long as he chooses, and he will 
not E,dd to his popularity or usefulness by abandoning the judiciary, 
for which he is fitted, to engage in partisan politics, for ;which he is 
not adapted. He is being urged to take the Democratic nomination 
for Congress by men who are disgruntled for one thing or another, 
and who are not at all solicitous for.the welfare of Judge:.Shields. 


Judge Shields is asked to be .a...candidate'^.becdtise'"Sacraniento 


wants a Congressman. It is assumed that Hon. Frank R: Devlin of 
Vallejo will'be nominated in the new Third District by the Repub- 
licans, and Judge Shields is asked to take the Democratic nomina- 
tion against him in the hope that a Republican district will elect a 
Democrat to gratify Sacramento's desire for a Congressional repre- 
sentative. Judge Shields will find that the argument which makes 
his nomination appear desirable 'In Sacramento will not appealto 
the other countbs of the district. 


In the first place, there is no denying the capacity and .integrity 


of Mr. .Devlin. Judge Shields is an upright and able, judge, but he is 
not the superior of Mr. Devlin in either ability or character,'-and 
he does not represent the political views or the local interests of the 
majority of the electors of the new Third District. Mr. Devlin is a 
Republican whom all factions in the Republican party can. support 
with confidence and enthusiasm. ".He .'believes^in protecting Ameri- 
can labor and industry, and in conserving those fundamental prin- 
ciples on which the Republican party was founded and which it is 
pledged to maintain. He is honest, he is capable, and he is in polit- 
ical sympathy with the mass of voters in his district: 


The new Third District is composed of Sacramento, San Joa- 


quin, Solano, Napa and Contra Costa counties—every one of them 
strongly Republican.

Their gratitude was summed up in 
the words, "noblesse oblige," the In- 
scription on the notably handsome 
dinner card. 


MET BY COMMITTEE. 


The arrangements for the dinner 
had been carefully made. The com- 
mittee met Mr. Hearst and several 
of his friends at the Palace hotel and 
escorted them in automobiles to the 
restaurant. 
Before the guests sat at 
the banquet, Mr. Hearst was tendered' 
a reception in an upper gallery of 
the restanrant.

honor. 
The reception, like the dinner which 


followed, was marked by joviality 
and good will on the part of all as- 
sembled. 
A pleasing Incident of the 
reception was the hearty handshake 
which passed between Mr. Rolph and 
Signer I/. Boffione, 
the 
promine'nt 
Italian real estate dealer, who was 
a candidate for mayor against Rolpti 
at the last primaries. 


"STAR, SPANGLED BANNER,." 


' After drinking to the 
health of 
those assembled, Dr. A. H. Gianni, 
the toastmaster, escorted Mr. Hearst 
to the banquet hall on 
the 
lower 
floor, while an orchestra played "Star 
Spangled Banner," ana 
the 
guests 
took -their places about the table. 
Tha dinner itself was Italian—in 
spirit and viands. Wines, by which 
the Italians in this state are making 
California famous, were used, . and; 
many rare Italian dishes were served. 
The tables were handsomely. decor- 
ated in roses arid poinsettias. On the 
walls and from the balconies and Pil- 
lars the flags of Italy'and The United 
States were draped.

A dip 
or slip of even a half degree is .said to be 
sufficient to put the balancer in operation, 
whereas in past aerial flights, a machine 
would vary five or six degrees from the 
level before the operator became -aware 
of it through the slipping j>f his .machine. 
According to the inventor, the new type 
of mercury'tube just tested tends to neu- 
tralize the tendency of mercury to rock 
when used In this manner and also tends 
to oppose the,tendency of the fluid at all 
times to stand.,at right .angles to applied 
forces, namely gravity and centrifugal 
force.
